^Disorder  Breaks  Out  in  Several  Different  Localities 
— Most  Serious  Occurrence  Since  Last  March 
and  April— Three  Police.  Stations  Are  Set  on 
Hjreby  Rioters. 


BRITISH  TROOPS  DISPERSE  MOBS,

'  Yilncty  of  whom  suffered  gunshot  wounds,  in  a  riotous  demonstration 
which  continued  here  all  day  today.  The  disorder  was  the  most  serious 
since  the  disturbances  last  March  and  April.     rv««iiiv'  *> 

The  police  stations  were  set  on  fire  by  mobs,  which  liberated 
prisoners  and  paraded  the  streets  carrying  wounded  rioters.  British 
troops  finally  succeeded  in  restoring  order. 

The  rioting  was  in  five  different  localities.  The  object  of  the  mobs 
in  storming  the  police  stations  was  to  release  demonstrators  who  had 
been  arrested.  The^  freed  several  such  prisoners.  The 'number  of 
mjnor  casualties  cannot  he  estimated.  The  Egyptian  infantry  fired 
Into  the  crowds'atlwd  pfecel'where  the  rTdttrfg -was  "going  oil,  killing 
two  persons  and  wounding  several  others. 

No  Europeans  were  injured,  although  the  rioters  entered  severai 
European  houses  ;^nd  accused  the  inmates  of  firing  on  the  crowd. 
,  ^  .CAIRO,  Nov,  2P.^ — Students  carrying  Egyptian  flags  and  shouting 
"Down  with  Milner"  began  the  rioting  here.  Roughs  joined  >ith 
them  and  got  the  upper  hand  of  the  native  police.  The  infantry  were 
compelled  to  fire  on  the  mobs  storming  the  police  stations,  further 
Infuriating  the  rioters.      \      '^*     'v    •        ;• 

The  British  troops  finally  restored  order,  driving  off  the  demonstra- 
tors, who  were  armed  with  rifles  and  sticks. 

Tonight  the  city  is  heavily  patrolled. 

ALEXANDRIA.  Sunday.  Nov.  16.— 
fMx  thousand  persons  participated  in 
the  Coptic  demonstration  this  morn- 
ibv  Oh  the  occasion  of  the  funeral  of 
a  Copt  killed  yesterday.  In  the 
itfternoon  10.000.  mostly  Moslems.

He 
explained  that  seditious  utterances 
and  allegations  of  atrocities  by  Brit- 
ish soldiers  were  first  distributed  to 
newspapers'  in  the  United  States  by 
the  propaganda  bureaus  there;  they 
were  clipped  from  these  papers  and 
re-published  in  Great  Britain  as  ex- 
presaions  made  by  American  news- 
Ttapera.

NEW  YORK,  Nov.  10. — The  vivid 
interest  which  New  Yorkers  feel  In 
the  Prince  of  Wales  was  attested  to- 
day by  the  cheering  crowds  which 
packed  ttoa  Oraod  Central  Station  to 
sea  him  off  to  West  Point,  and  again 
-welcomed  him  on  his  return  to  the 
oky.  The  Prince  took  part  tn  no 
functions  within  the  city  today.  He 
spent  the  day  at  West  Point  military 
academy,  where  he  reviewed  three 
bAttallons  of  cadets  and  took  the 
■alute.  After  lunch  he  addressed  the 
cadets,  who  answered  with  .  their 
famous  soheol  yell.  The  Prince' was 
compelled  to  decline  an  Invitation  to 
visit  Boston.  He  will  sail  from  New 
York  on  Saturday  afternoon  for  Hall- 
fax,  where  ho  will  ilty  goodbye  to 
Canada  next  week  before  aalllnff  for 
Bngland. 

The  trip  to  West  Point  was  the  big 
event  of'  the  day  and  occupied  the 
major  portion  of  It  Accompanied 
by  Earl  Grey,  the  ftrlllsh  Ambassa- 
dor, Ma)or  OeneraJ  O'Ryan.  com- 
mander Of  the  New  York  State 
troops,  and  members  of  his  staff,  the 
prince,  dresaed  tn  tho  uniform  of  a 
colonel  of  ttki  Welsh  Quanft.  board- 
ed a  special  train  at  the  Grand 
Oantral  Station  at  tl:4ft  a.m. 

At  Garrison,  the  little  rlvor  station 
where  Ko  alighted  to  take  the  ferry 
for  Weat  Point,  a  very  pretty  picture 
was  preeentod.

LONDON.  Nov.  20. — In  the  debate 
which  ended  by  killing  the  payment 
of  unemployment  donations  to  clviU- 
ahe.  It  was  stated  that  the  total  nhmr 
ber  now  receiving' donations  was  475.- 
000,  Including  344,000  ex-servlce  men, 
101.000  civilians  and  34,000  women. 
The  Minister  of  Labor  added  that  It 
was  his  view  that  a  large  amount 
of  work  was  available.  The  Ministry 
also  estimated  that  12,000  ex-offlcers 
In  the  London  district  alone  are  un- 
emitloyed,  most  of  them  without 
technical  qtiallflcations. 

P.  A.  McQulstsr,  of  Glasgow,  made 
a  vigorous  condemnation  of  unem- 
ployment donations  to  women,  who, 
he  said,  had  been  treated  very  well 
while  in  the  Government  service,  and 
for  whom  plenty  of  civilian  work  was 
available  directly  the  armistice  was 
declared.  > 

"I  would  like  to  ration  servants." 
he  declared.  "I  am  not  talking  of 
Che  mistress  who  advertises  that  ten 
servants 'are  kept.  I  am  talking  of 
the  poor  mothers  with  ive  or  six 
children  who  cannot  get  a  single 
Servant."

GERMAN  DELEGATES 
LEFT  IN  UNCERTAINTY 

■  BERLIN,  Nov.  20. — ^The  present 
whereabouts  of  Germany's  Ill-starred 
labor  delegates  to  the  Washington 
lalmr  eonferenea  la  still  a  matter  of 
speculation,  as  ofllclal  quarters  up  to 
this  mornin?  were  uninformed 
whether  the  delegates  will  be  able  to 
leave  a  Scandinavian  port  for  New 
York.bofore  being  recalled  to  Berlin. 
Doubts  respectink  the  sincerity  and 
loyalty  of  the  Entente  governments 
are  expressed  by  the  Boersen  Zeltung. 
whlch^  says  the  belief  Is  now  con- 
firmed that  the  Germans  "are  vic- 
tims of  a  pre-concerted  Intrigue"  and 
that  the  Paris  and  London  Govern- 
ments have  succeeded  in  "doping" 
*the  congress  by  excluding  Germany 
from  active  participation  in  trie  in- 
ternational adjustment  of  labor 
issues.

Passes  to  His  Rest 


Succumbs  Indirectly  to  Shock  From  Immersion  in 

False  Creek — Long  Associated  With  Public 

Affairs  of  Vancouver  and  Province — 

Able  and  Upright  in  Character  .

Its  army  In  Slborla.  was  trying  to  get 
Into  touch  with  Japan  In  order  to 
refulata    outstanding    questions.

VANCOUVER.  B.C.,  Nov.  20. — In 
the  death  of  Mr.  FranclB  L.  Carter- 
Cotton  at  his  home  here  this  morning 
at  11  o'clock,  British  Columbia  loses 
one  of  her  most  prominent  citisens. 
and  a  man  who  had  been  actively 
Identified  with  the  public  affairs  of 
the  province  for"  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury. Ad  CJifUshmaD  by  bicth.  Jia 
had  been  idanUhed  with  political  af- 
fairs and  commercial  and  other  en- 
terprises, and  had  *nJoyed  in.  a  re-^ 
markable  degree  the  confidence  of 
his  fellow-cltlsens.  Last  September 
the  late  Mr.  Carter-Cotton  suffered  an 
Immersion  in  False  Creek,  from  the 
shock  of  which  he  never  actually  re- 
covered. 

Mr.  Carter-Cotton  was  born  in 
England  in  1843,  and  he  first  came  to 
Canada  In  1879,  but  did  not  decide  to 
take  up  his  permanent  residence  in 
this  country  until  1888.  Vancouver 
was  chosen  by  him  as  his  place  of 
residence,  and  In  the  following  year 
he  established  The  ffews-Advertiser 
newspaper,  of  which  he  remained  the 
editor  and  manager  until  he  disposed 
o%  his  interest  in  it  in  1910. 

With  Mr.  J.  W.  Home,  he  was 
elected  the  first  member  that  Van- 
couver had  In  the  Provincial  LegK- 
lature.  He  was  re-elected  In  1894 
and  1898.  but  was  defeated  In  1900. 
in  1903  he  was  elected  for  Richmond, 
and  sat  as  representative  of  that 
constituency  until  the  last  provincial 
electloh.  which  he  did  not  contest. 
He  was  Minister  of  Fhiance  and 
Agriculture  from  1898  to  1900.  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Lands  and  Works 
from  1«9»  to  1900.  and  President  of 
the  Council  from  1904  to  1910.  Dur- 
ing the  time  that'  he  served  in  the 
Legislature  he  offered  on  behalf  of 
the  province  to  guarantee  a  Mortloii 
of  the  cost  of  the  Pacific  cable.  Ii 
was  later  laid  down  without  oxpens9 
to  the  P^^ovlnce. 

Mr,  Carter-Cotton  was  first  pres- 
ident of  the  Royal  Society  for  the 
Advancement  of  Learning,  to  which 
position  he  was  elected  In  1908.  In 
thejMame  year  yr.  Carter-Cotton  en- 
dowed a  chair  of  pure  and  applied 
mathematics  in  the  B.C.  branch  of 
McGlll  University.  He  was  also  first 
Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  was  an  honorary  miem- 
ber  of  McGlll  University,  and  had  the 
honorary  degree  of  LL.D.  conferred 
upon  him.  * 

The  Canadian  Government  ap- 
pointed him  first  chairman  of  t.he 
Vancouver  Harbor  Commission  in 
1918.  a  poaition  that  he  held  until 
quite  recently.  He  was  one  of  tho 
founders  and  charter  members  of  tho 
Vancouver  Board  of  Trade,  and  waa 
elected  without  opposition  as  Its 
president  In  1918.  During  the  Jtlpie 
that  he  sat  in  the  Provincial  Legis- 
lature Mr.  Carter-Cotton  performed 
the  feat  of  traveling  1,1  $0  miles  from 
Vancouver  to  the  Cariboo,  580  miles 
of  which  was  done  on  horseback.  This 
remarkable  trip  was  undertaken  in 
May,  1900,  In  the  Interests  of  party 
organisation.  Mr.  Carter-Cotton  being 
engaged  In  a  complete  tour  of  the 
upper  country  constituency. 

During  his  journalistic  career 
trlbuten  were  paid  by  contemporary 
Journalists,  who  described  him  as  the 
best  editorial  writer  In  the  ^Province 
and  one  o.f  the  clearest  and  ablest 
speakers  on  financial  questions  In  the 
West.  Of  his  great  Influence  on  the 
polltloal  and  economical  thought  of 
his  day  moeh  has  been  said  by  those 
with  whom  he  was  associated  in  his 
long  public  career,  all  of  whom  rofer 
t^  his  outstanding  ability  and  sound 
Judgment  In  public  affairs. 

"Th«  lata  Mr.  Carter-Cotton  waa 
a  man  of  strong  outstanding  person- 
ality." said  Mr.  Charles  E.  TIsdall. 
who  was  elected  with  Mr.  Carter-Cot- 
ton on  the  same  ticket  twenty-one 
years  ago.  "HJs  Influence  In  and 
around  Vanoovver  for  over  a  score 
of  years  was  tremendous  In  the  de- 
oldlng  of  every  Important  public  ques. 
tloau     This  '  influtooe     waa     always 


rightly  used,  and  no  doubt  he  has  left 
his  mark  on  the  hlHtory  of  this  .coun- 
try and  on  the  public  questions  of  his 
day  and  feneration.  Hfe  settled  many 
important  public  affairs  wlilch.  owing

President  Beatty,  of  Canadian 
Pacific^and  Mr.  D.  B.  Hanna, 
<3ive  Views — Former  Denies 
Lobby  Assertion. 


TORONTO,  Nov.  20.— E.  W.  Beatty. 
K.C.,  president  of  the  C- P.  Railway, 
in  addressing  the  Empire  Club  at  a 
luncheon  today  on  the  subject  of  On- 
tario and  Us  railways  said,  touching 
on  the  acquisition  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
and  other  railway  systems  by  the  Gov- 
ernment: 

"Whatever  divergence  there  may  be 
In  the  views  as  to  the  advisability  of 
the  policies  which  have  led  to  the  ac- 
quisition of  this  extensive  mileage  and 
Its  operation  under  the  Government, 
there  can  be  but  one  view  as  to  the 
desirability  of  Its  success. 

"I  can.  I  think,  say  with  perfect 
candor  and  honesty  that  no  one  de- 
sires Its  success  more  than  I,  and  this 
Is  a  hope,  which,  I  think,  can  fairly 
be  re-eched  by  anyne  wh  desires 
the  burdens  of  this  country  to  be  as 
light  as  possible  and  the  freight  and 
passenger  rates  as  low  as  possible." 

Mr.  Beatty  emphatically  denied  the 
statement  of  Hon.  Dr.  J.  D.  Reid. 
Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  that 
the  C.P.R.  lobbied  the  parliament  -of 
Canada  with  a  view  to  defeating  the 
bill  fr  the  acqultlan  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway.  It 
was  before  the  Toronto  Board  of  Trade 
that  the  Minister  of  RaAwajrs  made  the 
charge. 

"In  the  course  of  Dr.  Reld's  re- 
marks." said  Mf.  Beatty.  "he  sajd 
nothing  In  the  history  of  Canada  has 
equalled  the  lobbying  which  had  been 
conducted  by  the  Canadian  Pacific 
against  the  measure  before  Parlia- 
ment for  the  "acquisition  of  the  Grand 
Trunk.  If  there  was  a  lobby.  I  think 
I  would  have  known  about  It,  and  I 
did  not  know  about  It.  I  think  some 
one  would  have  told  me  something 
about  It.  but  I  am  in  a  position  to 
tell  them  that  neither  directly  nor 
Indirectly  was  the  vote  of  any  single 
member  of  the  House  of  Commons  or 
the  Senate  of  Canada  Influenced  In 
any  way  by  or  on  behalf  of  tho 
C.P.R." 

D.  B.  Hanna.  General  Manager  of 
the  Canadian  National  Railways,  to- 
night surveyed  Canada's  publicly- 
owned  transportation  system  thus: 

"When  all  the  railways  are  con- 
solidated we  will  have  2  3,87  S  miles 
of  railway  operated  In  every  Province 
of  the  Dominion,  including  1,881 
miles  In  the  United  SUtes.  TlHat 
railway  will  be  one  of  the  most  gigan- 
tic in  the  history  of  the  world.  It 
will  employ  80,000  man  and  will  have 
gross  earnings  of  tl79.O90.O9O  an- 
nually. I  venture  to  predict  that  In 
flv«  sraars  w«  will  have  probably 
822t,O00.O0O  groaa  earnings,  and 
there  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  prop- 
erty being  milde  a  succsas  If  yon  ai)d 
others  will  see  to  It  that  neither 
members  of  Parliament  nor  the  Gov- 
ernment  are  permitted  to  have  a

RUSSIANS  IN  NORTH 
GAIN  MORE  GROUND 
FROM  SOVIET  ARMY 


REFLECT  ON  QUALITY 
OF  AMERICAN  SHOES 

THE  HAGUE.  Nov.  20. — A  contro- 
versy of  possible  far-reaching  effect 
on  American  trade  relations  in  Hol- 
land Is  In  progress  In  the  Amsterdam 
and  Rotterdam  municipal  councils  re- 
garding the  quality  of  American  shoes, 
of  which  thousands"  of  pairs  '  have 
been  imported  by  the  municipalities 
in  an  effort  to  break  the  high  prices 
of   the   Dutch  'manufacturers. 

The  possibility  of  an  extraordinary 
after-the-war  trade  plot  was  hinted 
at  in  a  meeting  of  the  Rotterdaio 
Council  last  night.  Alderman  de 
Miranda  said  that  shoes  which  Dutch 
dealers  had  derisively  displayed  in 
their  windows  to  show  their  poor 
quality  were  not  American,  but  Ger- 
man, "ersatz"  leather  having  been 
substituted  by  the  dealers  to  con- 
vince the  public  that  American  shoes 
were  of  poor  quality  and  made  of 
paper. 

TAXAIN  INQUIRY 
STARTED  YESTERDAY 

First  Session  of  Commission

Hon.  iohn  Hart  said  that  a  mnnicipsl 
delegation  at  last  year's  session  had 
asked  for  Increased  sourceH  of  revenue. 
It  was  In  accordance  with  a  promise 
-glvan  by  the  Government  at  ttnrt-Mass. 
that  the  session  wa«  being  held. 

Alderman  Aargcnt  itlamed  the  last  real 
estate  boom  for  the  city's  present  flnan- 
clal  position.  The  city  had  been  forced 
to  take  over  nlnety-flve  per  cent  of  the 
land  offered  for  sale  this  Spring,  and 
the  value  of  thlH  would  have  to  be  taken 
from  the  assessment  roll.  He  prophe- 
sied that  the  name  thing  would  happen 
next  year.  T^he  fact  that  lalhd  owners 
sould  not  pay  their  tkxes  was  putting 
the  city  into  debt  at  the  rate  of 
|t7S,000  annually  for  the  past  three 
years.

Red  Army  Reported  to  Be  Losing  Men  Who  Were 
FoVcibly  Mobilized— Story  of  Occupation  of 
Omsk — Esthonians  United  Against  Threat- 
ened Invasion  by  Bolsheviki

PARIS,  Nov.  20. — Striking  em- 
ployees of  the  department  stores  have 
decided  to  resume  work  tomorrow 
although  no  solution  of  the  dispute 
with  the  employers  has  been  reached. 


ARCHANGEL,  Nov.  19. — The  following  summary  has  been  issued 
by  general  headquarters,  dealing  with  the  operations  on  the  Murmansk 
front  during  the  past  fortnight: 

"Our  troops  have  carried  out  an  uninterrupted  offensive,  defeating 
the  enemy  4md  pursuing  htm  alonj  the  eastern  shore  of  Lake  Dflejski 
and  capturing  various  places  on  the  Chaulgsky  peninsula.  Attacks  by 
an  enemy  flotilla  o^j  these  positions  were  repulsed. 

."The  report  that  w«  proposed  to  retire  from  the  Murmansk  front 
is  a  Bolsheviki  invention.  In  the  Rigobelsky  sector,  on  the  railroad 
front,  our  offensive  is  being  obstinately  resisted." 

The  situation  in  Soviet  Russia  daily  is  growing  more  serious.  In 
several  towns  workers  without  employment  and  desperately  hungry 
have  revolted  against  the  Bolsheviki.  Factories  are  closed,  and  the 
people  are  living  on  vegetables. 

The  Red  terror  is  spreading  throughoiit  the  country.  The  Red 
army  is  becoming  demoralTied,  and  troops  who  were  forcibly  mobilized 
are  deserting  in  streams.

The  American  delegates  declare 
(hemselves  still  hopeful  that  a  com- 
promise would  be  arranged  In  the 
Senate,  Jjut  the  French  and  British 
delegates  are  apparently  less  optimis- 
tic, and  inclined  to  prepare  to  carry 
out  the  treaty  without  American  co- 
operation. Suggestions  that  another 
treaty  more  to  the  liking  of  the  Euro- 
peaa  Allies  be  negotiated  apparently 
are  not  taken  seriously. 

No  formal  meeting  has  been  held 
between  the  German  delegates  who 
arrived  yesterday  and  th<>  representa- 
tives of  the  powers  concerning  the 
protocol  to  the  German  peace  treaty. 
It  now  seems  unlikely  that  the  pro- 
tocol will  be  signed  t>efore  the  end 
of  Novemt>er  as  the  Germans  oppose 
the  provision  requiring  them  to  re- 
place warships  sunk  when  their  fleet 
was  scuttled  at  Scapa  Flow.

Koltchak's,  Troops  Suppress 
Attempt  to  Secure  Con- 
stituent Assembly  —  Czech 
General  Gaida  Is  Prisoner.

VLADIVOSTOK,  Nov.  18.— Revolu- 
tlMMry  forcM  wh(pb  for  two  days 
have  attempted  Co  fbtailn  control  of 
thla  olty  were  cotnphltely  defeated  by 
Oovenunent  troops  today.  Oeneral 
Oalda,  revolutionary  leader,  was 
woHTided  and  captured,  and  his  fol- 
lowers ware  driven  from  every  point 
of  vantace  by  Qovernment  troope. 

Shortly  after  midnight  Government 
troops   moved      two     three-inch   field 
auns  Into  position  at  the  Svetlandsltala 
bridge,  by  which  the  main  thorouah- 
fare  of  the  city  creases  the  Siberian 
railroad.  The  bridge  is  only  600  yards 
north    of   the    station,    the   strongest  I 
position  of  the  rebels.  A  little  later, 
troopst  reinforced  by  100  cadets  from  ' 
the   naV<tl   training  school,   proceeded  | 
to    the    business,  centre    of    the    city, 
while  armored  cars  begftn  arriving  at 
the  bridge. 

Before  the  battle  opened  interna- 
tional 'policemen  and  three  Amerl.can 
s#ldtttrs  gained  entrance  to  the  rail- 
way station,  from  which  they  took 
two  Russian  women  who  had  been 
marooned  there  since  the  fighting 
started. 

At  one  o'clock  there  was  a  burst  of 
machine  gun  fire  against  rebels  hold- 
Ihg  the  railway  yards,  and  gunboats 
started  to  drop  shells  on  the  station. 
Some  of  the  shells  set  fire  to  the  bar- 
racks of  the  American  replacement 
battalion. 

While  Government  officials  express- 
ed the  belief  there  ^  would  be  little 
resistance  by  the  rebels,  the  latter 
se^nied  to  be  in  control  of  the  rail- 
road yards,  althpugh  exposed  to  ar- 
tilter7'  ttre  ^om  the  high  trotmtl 
about  the  city.  Fire  was  opehed  at 
four  o'clock  on  the  station  from  the 
field  guns  on  the  Svetlandakaia  bridge. 
Later  the  fighting  t>ecame  general, 
with'  the  revolutionists  falling  back 
everywhere  and  finally  being  driven 
from   the  station. 

The  social  revolutionary  xemstovo 
group  had  proclaimed  their  new  demo- 
cratic representative  government  Mon- 
day morning.  A  few  hours  later  the 
opposing  forces  clashed  for  poaseRsion 
of  the  railway  station,  approximately 
6,000  rifle  and  machine  gun  shots 
being  fired  before  nlghtfalL  Govern- 
ment forces  under  General  Rosanoff 
held  the  entire  town  wHh  the  excep- 
tion of  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
station,  and  In  addition  controlled  the 
line  of  hills  west  and  noi*th  of  the 
town.  Machine  guns  were  placed  at 
street  corners. 

Allied  troops  patrolled  the  city, 
with  American  troops  protecting 
American  organizations.  The  United 
States  cruiser  New  Orleans  and  the 
Brooklyn,  under  command  of  Vice- 
Ad  miral  Rodgers,  are  lying  In  the  har- 
bor. 

^loisted  on  top  of  General  Gaida's 
train  near  the  station  was  a  grfien  and 
white  flag,  the  colors  of  the  Siberian 
assembly,  which  was  dissolved  by  Ad- 
miral Koltchak.  On  the  banner  were 
inscribed  the  words:  "For  a  Constitu- 
ent Assembly." 

After  the  proclaniation  of  the  revo- 
lutionaries yesterday  morflinir  In  which 
fhey  announced  their  opposition  to 
Koltchak,  a  semblance  of  a  ministry 
was  formed-  on  General  Gaida's  train, 
Ivan  Alexandrovltch  Takushlff  being 
named   president. 

Oeneral  Gaida,  a  Csech,  who  com- 
manded the  Ural  army  of  the  Omsk 
Government  until  his  recent  resigna- 
tion, was  named  commander-ln-chiefc 
of  the  new  Government's  military 
forces.  , 

Announcement  -was  made  by  the 
Allied  military  council  at  six  o'clock 
last  night  that  it  had  decided  that  the 
Allies  should  not  interfere  in  the 
movement,  which  was  considered 
political  in  character.

OTTAWA.  Nov.  20. — That  the  ac- 
tion of  the  United  BUte«  Senate  in 
declining  to  ratify  the  peace  treaty 
is  not  likely  to  delay  the  tformal 
proclamation  of  peace  is  the  opinion 
held  in  OoTernment  circles  at  the 
Capital.  While  definite  adxices  are 
lacking  as  to  the  exact  position  of 
matters  relating  to  the  formal  proc- 
lamation of  peace  at  Paris,  it  Is 
thought  that  the  final  step  woulA  "^^ 
have  been  taken  so  lony  as  there 
Yas  a  possibility  of  ratification  by 
t)te  United  States  Senate.  Definite 
action  by  the  Senate  may,  therefore, 
'bring  the  formal  termination  of  the 
war  perceptibly  nearer  instead  of 
postponing    the    event. 

It  Is  not  known  here  whether  or 
not  the  ratification  papers  of  Great 
Britain,  France  and  Italy  have  all 
beeh'd«l^si|ed  at  Paris.  There  is  doubt 
'in  regard  to  lUly,  but  once  they  are, 
p^ace  cah  be  formally  proclaimed, 
the  peace  treaty  having  been  ratified 
by  ihrek  of  the  great  Allied  Powers 
which  participated  in  the  war.

OTTAWA,  Nov.  20.— A  considerable 
increase  in  crime  throughout  the  Do- 
minion Is  shown  by  the  bluebook 
dealing  with  criminal  Htatistlcs  for 
the  year  1918,  Just  issued  from  the 
oflico  of  the  Dominion  statistician.  Ac- 
cording to  the  ret.urns  ther0  were 
during  the  year  21,474  charges  and 
17,370,  convictions  fur  indicUble  of- 
fences in  the  several  provinces,  as 
compared  with  19,669  charges  and 
16,669  convictions  the  year  before, 
i^eing  an  increase  of  2,293,  or  nearly 
12  per  cent,  for  charges,  and  an  in- 
crease of  1,811,  or  slightly  over  11  1-2 
per  cent,  for  convictions  during  the 
year.  The  percentage  of  acquittals 
tan  from 'IS  per  cent  in  Prince  Ed- 
ward Island  to  over  27  per  cent  in 
Nova  Bcotia.       \  \.^  u  .< : , 

The  number  m  eonvlctlona  in- 
creased during  the  year  in- all  the 
provinces  except  Alberta,  British  Co- 
lumbia and  the  Yukon.  The  higher 
increases  were  in  Ontario,  Quebec, 
Manitoba  and  Nova  Scotia,  and  the 
larger   decrease   In   British  Columbia. 

The  number  of  summary  convic- 
tions Juinp^d  from  98,452  in  1917  to 
106.899  In  1918.  Of  these  less  than 
eight  per  cent  were  women  offenders. 
JElghty-two  per  cent  of  the  number 
of  persons  convicted  of  minor  of- 
fences were  fined,  three  per  cent  were 
sentenced  to  imprisonmnt  without  op- 
tion of  a  fine,  and  15  per  cent 'were 
allowed  to  go  on  suspended  sentence. 
Of  the  minor  offenders  against  the 
law,  21,026  were  convicted  for  drunk- 
enness, as  against  27,882  during  the 
previous  year. 

Drunkennes-s  decreased  by  nearly 
26  per  cent  in  Canada  during  the 
year,  increases  being  confined  to  the 
provinces  of-  'Manitoba  and  Alberta. 
In  the  last  named  province  convictions 
numbered  826,  as  compared  with  319 
the  previous  year,  an  Increase  of  111 
'X>er  cent,  while  in  Manitot>a  convic- 
tions rose  from  1,086  to  1,12'3,  an  in- 
crease of  3  1-2  per  cent. 

The  benetlcial  effects  of  wartime 
prohibition  are  demonstrated  by  a 
table  showing  that  for  the  war  period 
1914-1918,  there  was  a  decline  of  66 
per  cent  in  the  number  of  convic- 
tions  for    drunkenness. 

The  percentage  decrease  by  prov- 
inces was:  Prince  Bdward  Island, 
72;  Nova  Scotia,  89;  New  Brunswick. 
410^  Quebec,  48;  Ontario,  56;  Manitoba, 
82;  Saskatchewan.  78;  Alberta,  86; 
British  Columbia,   92;   Yukon,  69. 


PLANS  MORE  CABLES 
FOR  PACIFIC  SERVICE 

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  20. — Opposing 
government  cable  construction  In  the 
Paclflc  Ocean.  Oeorge  Q.  Ward,  gen- 
ipral  manager  of  the  Commercial 
Paclflc  , Cable  Company,  In  a  letter 
today  to  Chairman  Jones  of  the  Sen- 
ate interstate  commerce  committee, 
further  outlined  plans  of  liis  company 
for  a  San  Francisco-Japan  line. 

The  company, already  Is  negotiating 
for  landing  rights  in  Japan,  he  said, 
the  cable  to  be  either  dll^ect  or  via 
Ciuam. 

Mr.  Ward  added  that  his  company 
also  proposed  to  lay  an  additional 
line  of  Its  existing  cable  to  Honolulu 
and  to  Midway,  and  had  made  an  of- 
fer for  the  Paclflc  cables  of  Germstny, 
dealt  with  in  the  peace  treaty.  He 
expressed  the  opinion  that  these  plans 
would  make  cable  service  in  the 
Paclflc  more  than  adequate.  ,

RELIEF  MEASURES 

TAKEN  IN  ALBERTA 

CAXOAttT,  Nov.  20.— That  Imme- 
diate relief  is  being  atforded  dis- 
tressed farmers  in  the  South  wsMi  the 
statement  made  here  today  by  H.  A. 
Craig,  Deputy  Minister  of  Agricul- 
ture, who  was  on  a  brief  visit  to  the 
city.  In  this  connection,  he  said  that 
it  was*  possible  for  families  in  unor- 
ganised districts  to  secure  credit  at 
the  present  time  to  the  extent  of  $100 
for  the  purchase  of  coal,  flour,  rolled 
oats,  potatoes,  and  some  kind  of  fatn! 

The  Deputy  Minister  said  In  the 
first  place  the  mild  weather  had  Im- 
mensely relieved   the  situation. 

On  account  of  the  failure  of  the 
crops  in  certain  parts  of  the  south, 
said  Mr.  Craig,  there  Is  a  necessity 
for  relief  In  many  cases  through  no 
special  fault'  of  the  people  thenS- 
«elve«.  The  area  .  which  would  re- 
quire relief,  however,  was  quite  limi- 
ted, and  in  that  area  It  was  probable 
1  that  not  more  than  ten  or  fifteen  per 
cent  of  the  people  would  require  re- 
lief. 

In  reply  to  a  question,  Mr.  Craig 
stated  that  relief  had  already  been 
given  to  about  100  families.  The 
average  amount  asked  for  had  been 
about  $60  per  family.  This,  aald  the 
deputy  minister,  may  have  to  be  In- 
creased later.  Th^t  depended  upon 
the  severity  of  the  Winter. 

In  the  organised  districts  the  work 
was  being  taken  care  of  by'  munici- 
palities. Provision  had  been  Tna<le 
whereby  the  credit  of  the  munici- 
pality would  be  guaranteed  •  by  the 
Provincial   Oovernment.

COBALT.  Ont.,  Nov.  20. — In  North- 
ern Ontario  the  queatjon  of  the  seces' 
Blon  of  this  part  of  the  Province  from 
Southern  Ontario  la  one  of  the  chlet 
topics  of  dlBGUMlon.'  The  movement 
h»8  sained  auch  proportloha  aa  to  b« 
itnpoaaible  to  ignore.  Rightly  or 
wrongly,  the  advlaabillty  of  auch  a 
atep  probably  will  be  dlacuaaed  at 
length  and  in  the  fi|ieat, detail  by  the 
leading  citiiena  of   the  north. 

To  thia  end.  a  monater  convention  la 
being  planned,  and  probably  will  be 
held  about  the  second  or  third  week 
In  January.  The  preaent  situation 
appeara  to  have  been  born  of  the 
belief,  long  atandlng,  that  the  mining 
and  lumbering  diatricta  have  not  bb' 
celved    due   recognition. 

Premier  Drury,  in  aelectlng  H.  MlUa, 
a  former  loconvotlve  engineer,  to  ad- 
minister the  Department  of  Mlnea, 
has,  it,  in  Haid,  added  fuel  to  tha  flrea 
of   discontent. 

Tli«  secession  proposal  la  not  a  new 
one,  but  seems  to  be  stronger  than 
ever  before.  The  Council  of  North 
Bay  and  the  Board  of  Trade  of  that 
place  are  now  perfecting  an  organiza- 
tion which  will  take  the  matter  In 
hand. 

They  propose  to  get  every  munici- 
pality in  the  North  behind  the  scheme; 
and  with  this  end  in  view  are  prepar- 
ing for  the  convention. 

A  business  office  haa  already  been 
opeyed.  A  separate  organisation  la 
to  be  secured  in  each  municipality. 
The  councils,  boards  of  trade,  indus- 
tries, mining  and  lumbering  interests 
are  to  be  asked  to  participate.  The 
convention  wtH  be  repreaentatlvo  of^ 
eVery  interest  in  the  vaat  area  In- 
volved. 

The  territory  re/erred  to  by  the 
secessionists  as  "North  Ontario"  takes 
in  the  districts  of  Patricia,  Kenora, 
Rainy  Hlver.  Thunder  Bay,  Algoma, 
Sudbury,  Cochrane,  Temiskaming  and 
the    northern    part    of   Nipisslng. 

This  is  about  1,000  mllea  from  east 
to  west..  From  North  Bay  to  Albany, 
on  James  Bay,  la  470  milea,  and 
Ontario  goes  farther  north  than  tha| 
point.  The  southern  part,  from  the 
boundary  line  between  Quebec  and 
Ontario  at  the  County  of  Preacott  to 
the  boundary  between  fhe  State  of 
Michigan  and  Eaaex  County,  la  600 
miles,  and  from  Toronto  to  North 
Bay  la  225  milea. 

Roughly.  Uhe  north  haa  470,000 
square  miles,  and  the  south,  or  Old 
Ontario,  has  112,600  square  milea. 


TALKS  SECESSION 


Agitation  for  Separation  From 
Old  Part  of  Province  Is  Re- 
vised —  Arrangements  for 
Convention  Made. 


BUSINESS  QUESTIONS 
COME  UPJN  ONTARIO 

TORONTO,  Nov.  20. — The  Ontario 
uHsociated  boards  of  trade  and  cham- 
'berH  of  commerce  opened  Ita  sixth  an- 
nual meeting  here  today  with  repre- 
sentatlvea  from  many  provincial 
towns  and  cities  preaent.  The  meet- 
ing was  preaided  over  by.  William 
Taylor,  of  Owen  Sound.  ' 

Many  resolutions  are  to  come  be- 
fore the  meeting,  starting  tomorrow. 
They  include  that  railway  freight  and 
express  rates  on  coal,  wood  and  fuel 
be  reduced  to  the  minimum  of  coat 
on  all  nationally-controlled  llnea  aa  a 
factor  in  reducing  the  cost  of  living; 
that  an  empire  trade  mark  and  stan- 
dard be  adopted;  that  immigration  of 
Urltlstr  citiscens  to  the  Dominions  be 
facilitated,  and  if  necessary  aubal- 
diz(>d,  so  that  British  commerce  and 
British  p«(^le  may  be  retained  under 
the  flag;  that  a  prohibitive  tax  b« 
placed  on  foreign  magazines  with  a 
circulation  otrer  10,000  unless  they 
add  Canadian  sections  with  apace  for 
Canadian  advertisers;  that  a  royal 
commission  be  appointed  to  study  the 
tariff  and  Investigate  numerous  claims 
for  spp(r)itI.<^<)naideratlon;  for  a  bonus 
to  steel  shipbuilding;  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  unifcTrm  rates  of  hydro- 
electric power;  that  the  Ontario  Gov- 
ernment be  aaked  to  'inveattgate  the 
merits  of  an  income  'tax  baaed  on 
net  income  as'  a  substitute  for  the 
present  tax. 

This  morning  the  meeting  passed 
a  resolution  from  the  Toronto  board 
of  trado  favurtng  daylight  saving  as  a 
Dominion-wide  measure.  It  waa  paaaed 
by  one  vige,  that  of  the  chairman.

Slr,>-Thei::e  Is  much  being  said  to- 
day about  arrears  of  taxes  in  thla  city, 
and  I  beg  to  make  the  following  uug- 
geatlona  aa  a  real  estate  man  for 
many  yeM-a  In  Virtorla,  and  one  who 
haa  valued  iffT  the  property  In  thla 
city  for  the  ussesaor  a  few  years  ago, 
and  one  who  has  caused  the  erectu>n 
of  two  business  blocks  in  the  city  and 
being  agenta^  for  other  business 
blocks,  and  one  who  haa  given  thla 
matter  much  study  endeavoring  to 
make  the  bulldioga  pay  expenses, 
such  as  taxes,  up-keep,  and'  so  fortn, 
as  well  as  one  who  has  been  looking 
after  difterent  estates  consisting  6t 
large  properties. 

I  find  it  very  hard  to  meet  all  ex- 
penses in  connection  with  the  Im- 
proved properties.  I  find  taxes  levied 
against  vacant  property  so  high  that 
it  is  utterly  impossible  to  do  anything 
In  any  wafr  to  get  sufficient  revenue 
to  meet  the  taxes,  to  say  nothing  ot 
any  interest  on  the-  Investment  from 
year  to  year.*  I  alao  find  sohm  por- 
perties  are  assessed  so  high  that  no 
sane  person  on  earth  would  dream  of 
taking  over  the  property  for  the  taxed 
levied  against  It.  This,  of  course,  is 
all  wrong.  No  city  should  assess  a! 
ple6e  of  property  for .  more  than  it 
ever  could  be  sold  for  at  even  the 
highest  prospective  valuation.  Tho 
i«ault  is  the  city  has  attempted  to  sell 
a  large  amount  of  this  property, 
whleh  they,  of  course,  could  not  du, 
and  have  been  compelled  to  take  it 
over.  This  means  we  are  not  deriv- 
ing any  income  from  any  of^th#  pro- 
perty taken  'over  by  the  oKy. 

Therefore,, ,  our  City  Fathers  must 
make  up  this  amount  in  some  other 
way,  and  the  only  means  they  have 
is  to  raise  the  taxes  on  property  own- 
era  who  are  paying  their  taxes,  and 
thi«.  I  believe,  has  been  done.  The 
tacts  are,  the  people  who  are  paying 
Uixcs  are  paying  for  those  who  are 
not  paying,  as  the  city  must  neces- 
HTlly  collect  a  certain  amount  from 
the  people  in  some  way  to  pay  their 
general  expenses. 

Thpy  hare  also  levied  &  15%  T>en- 
alty  per  annum  on  all  arrears  of  taxes 
after  November  30th  this  year.  This 
act,  I  consider,  is  a  crime,  as  j>ur 
good  people  of  Victoria  have*  donated 
huge  amounts  of  cash  to  help  win 
the  terrible  war  that  has  been  going 
on  for  the  past  five  years.  This  na- 
turally has  left  many  of  the  people 
short  of  cash,  and,  in  some  cases,  in 
hard   circumstances. 

I    am    fully    aware    that    our    good 
City  Fathers     must     collect  ,  enough 
money  in  some  way  to  pay  the  run- 
ning expenses  of  the  city,  as  well  as 
lay  aside   something  to   meet  the   in- 
terest on   all   debentures     now     out- 
standing when  they  come  due.     Now, 
I    believe,    we    must    figure    out    some 
better   way   than    the   present   one    to 
raise    this    money.      I    also    believe    a 
good  way  out  of.  it  all.Js  for  the  city, 
at  the  next  election,  to  put  a  by-law 
before  the  peqple  asking  for  power  to 
enable  them  to  borrow  enough  money 
to  pay  off  all  the  debentures  which 
were   sold   since,   say,   January.    1812, 
to  pay  for  all  street  paving  and  ex- 
propriation for  widening   .  of     streets 
only,  and  let  the  whole  city  pay  two 
or  three   mills   more   to   meet  the  In- 
terest  and   sinking   fund   of   the   new 
debentures  sold.     If  this  was  done,  we 
would  only  have  the  general  tax,  side- 
walk,   boulevard,    cluster    lights,    etc., 
to     pay,     which     would   not  be   very 
much.      The    result    would    be    nearly 
every  one  would  pay  their  Uxes,  and 
Victoria    would    immediately    be    put 
on    the   map*agaln.      It   would    m^ati 
the  city  could  easily  sell  the  property 
that     was     in     arrears   of   taxes.      It 
would  enable  the  (property  owner's  to. 
erect  a  building  of  some  kind  on  their 
property  that  would  bring  in  enough 
revenue  to  repay  this  small  tax,  and 
it    would    mean    that    the    city    would 
very  shortly  have  a  sufnclent  amount 
of  revenue  to  meet  all  expenses  with. 
I   may  Just  say  that  if  we  borrow 
money  in   the  way  I  speak   of,   every 
dollar  must  be  paid  back  to  everyone 
who  has  paid  local  improvement  and 
expropriation     charges     since     Janu- 
ary. 1912,  less  any  amount  that  is  ow- 
ing to  the  city  for  taxea  in  arrears. 
This  idea,  if  carried  out.  would,  with- 
out a  doubt,   give   the  city   plenty   of 
money  and  save  this  awful   15%    in- 
terest item  they  are  about  to  ohar^fe 
all    property    owners    In    arrears      of 
taxes   after   November    30th. 

I  do  not  lay  the  blame  on  anyone 
for  the  condition  of  affairs  today,  aa 
each  and  yvery  property  owner  raised 
the  price  of  his  property  during  the 
boom,  and  we  all  aalrod  and  wanted 
paved  streets,  stress  widened,  cluster 
lights,  boulevards,  and  the  city  made 
beautiful  generally,  which  we  got, 
and  for  which  we  are  all  proud. 

There  are  many  of  our  good  citi- 
sens  who  hold  mortgages  on  property 
long  past  due,  and  they  have  not  fore- 
closed and  taken  the  property  away 
from  the  owners  to  any  extent.  These 
men  are  waiting  and  giving  the  mort- 
gagors time  to  try  to  pay  up,  and  the 
mortgagees  realiza  the  conditions 
after  these  last  five  years'  hard  strug- 
gle. I  want  to  give  these  men.  great 
■  credit  for  Beinfc  so  patient,  and  can 
only  say  they  are  true  dtisens  in 
treating  others  as  they  would  like  to 
be  treated. 

But  the  city  has  not  been  so  leni- 
ent. On  the  other  hand,  they  have 
loaded  up  large  portions  of  our  pro- 
perty with  huge  taxes,  and  this  was 
brought  about  on  account  of  the  as- 
sessments not  being  equally  and 
fairly  placed,  and  they  now  confiscate 
the  property,  and  the  property  own- 
ers are  losing  all  they  have  Invested 
for  many  years  past.  This,  without 
a  doubt.  Is  unfair,  and  absolutely 
wrong. 

Why  not  borrow  money  as  I  sug- 
gest above,  and  let  everyone  pay 
alike?  litis  we  should  do,  as  every 
person  us^s  our  paved  streets,  our 
cluster  lights,  etc.  It  is  a  great  mis- 
take for  the  property  owners  on 
Pandora  and  other  streets 
to  have  to  lose  all  of  the  money 
they  have  Invested  In  order  to  have 
a  nice,  wide  street,  paved,  for  al^ur 
good  dtisens  to  motor  over  antruse 
for   all   general   purposea 

If  anyone  will  inquire  at  \he  City 
Hall  and  find  out  the  amount  of  taxea 
In  arrears,  the  amount  of  the  city's 
Indebtedness,  and  the  amount  of  our 
assets.  I  believe  they  will  be  very 
much  Interested  in  endeavoring  to 
suggest  something  that  may  assist 
our  City  Fathers  in  thhi  matter.  I 
sincerely  believe  It  is  up  to  us  all  to 
bo  good  citlsens,  good  sports,  and  re- 
alise our  position,  help  each  other, 
work  hand  In  hand,  and  we  will  all 
reap  the  same  benefit  and  greatly 
profit  thereby.

GIDEON  HICRS,  Mgr. 
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LONDON.  Nov.  20.— One*  hundred 
and  fifteen  million  gallops  ot  whiskey 
and  a  quantity  of  other  spirits  In 
bond  In  Great  Britain  were  released 
from    wartime    restrictions    yesterday. 

Announcement  of  the  removal  of 
the  restrictions  came  as  a  surprise  to 
the  memt>ers  of  the  .House  of  Com- 
mons, who  greeted  it  with  loud 
cheers. 

The  liquor  trade  was  equally  aur- 
prlsed,  and  was  beselged  by  pur- 
chasers as  soon  as   the   news  spread. 

Although  It  is  figured  that*  the 
quantities  of  spirits  thus  freed  would 
supply  each  man,  woman  and  child 
In  the  countr>'  with  thirty-stx  bottles, 
It  Is  doubtful  if  the  public  will  find 
It  easy  at  presept  to  increase  con- 
sumption to  a  great  extent. 

The  Government  maintains  control 
of  the  maximum  price,  which  for 
whiskey  is  ten  shillings  and  sixpence 
a  bottle. 

There  has  been  an  astonishing  rush 
for  whiskey  both  by  traders  and  pri- 
vate customers  as  a  consequence  of 
the  withdrawal  by  the  Government 
of   restrictions  on   distribution. 

Canada  was  brought  into  the  ques- 
tion by  tlTe  managing  director  of  a 
well-known  firm  of  distillers,  who 
said  that  It  was  remarkable  that, 
thvugh  Canada  was  largely  dry.  his 
firm  was  shipping  more  spirits  there 
than  in  wet  times,  and  recently 
Canadian  agents  had  requested  that 
Btoppern  be  substituted  for  corks,  as 
corkscrews  are  now  difficult  to  ob- 
tain. ^ 


TELLS  EASTERNERS 

OF  WESTERN  WEALTH 

MONTREAL.  Nov.  20.  —  L.  A. 
Guertln  of  Vancouver,  B.C.,  was  the 
speaker  of  the  afternoon  at  yester- 
day's meeting  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  Mr.  Guertin's  plea  was 
for  the  closer  development  of  trade 
relations  between  the  Province  of  \y\% 
birth  and  the  one  which  he  had 
chosen  for  his  life's  work.

NO  SUPPLY  OF  COAL

REPLY  TO  MR.  CRERAR 
ON  TARIFF  QUESTION 

TORONTO,  Nov.  20. — The  Mall 
and  Kmplre.  editorially,  today  replies 
lo  the  statements  of  Hon.  T.  A. 
Crerar.  at  Brandon,  on  "Protection." 
The  editorial  says: 

"Mr.  Crerar  says  that  .In  Ontario, 
the  finest  agricultural  Province  in 
Canada,  protection  has  driven  people 
off  the  land  Into  the  cities.  Then 
was  It  protection  that  drove  the  peo- 
ple off  the  land  In  Britain  Into  the 
cities?  Was  It  protection  that  drove 
them  In  hundreds  of  thousands  every 
year  out  of  the  United  Kingdom  to 
find  work  and  opportunity  in  coun- 
tries that  have  protection? 

"Was  It  protection  that  drove 
young  farmers  from  Ontario  to  settle 
the  West,  where  Mr.  Crerar  himself 
Is  flourishing? 

"Public  men  who  make  speeches 
are  expected  to  nalisfy  the  intelli- 
gence of  their  hearers.  Anybody  can 
say  that  protection  is  a  curse,  btit  It 
Is  another  thing  to.  establish  the  pro- 
position. Mr.  Crerar  is  a  strong  ad- 
vocate of  free  trade,  and,  therefore, 
has  no  use  for  protection. 

"A  public  man  ought  to  feel  bound 
to  produce  convincing  evidence  In 
support  of  such  strong  statements. 
There  was  no  protection  In  England 
to  account  for  th«-  drift  of  population 
from  the  rural  districts  to  the  towns, 
a  drift  as  pronounced  as  ever  it  was 
here.

the  plans  and  speciflcattons;  and  also 
over  the  regulations  under  which  the 
bathhouse  was  operated.  Mr.  H.  W. 
Herohmer,  the  well-known  lawyer, 
spoke-  ,for  the  deputation,  and  there 
followed  extensive  argument  "  ind 
quick'  rf^partee  on  both  sides,  a  most 
ffleridfy  iTeellng  pl-evallliHft  through-

Mr.  llerehmer  explained  that  the 
men  behnlrt  the  bathhouse  scheme 
were  ready  to  incoi-porate  as  soon

Mid  to  tho  htgheat  btddok-,  who  might 
not  w^ork  fqr  the  good  of  tbe  munloi- 
palityt  The  retort  was  mad*  that  the 
Council  eould  have  first  option  in 
such  a  case.  The  Reeve  replied  that 
the  muoiclpality  had  no  wish  to  go 
Into  the  bathhouse  business. 

Mr.  Herchrtier  «ald  that  ho  could 
not  sell  stock  to  the  public  wi^h  re- 
strictions in  force  such  as  the  Coun- 
cil asked  for.  It  would  be  all  right 
In  a  private  company,  and  that  was 
what  he  wished  to  form,  but  the 
stockholders  were  reotrlcted  to  -fifty, 
whiofa  wa«  too  few  to  raise  the  neoes- 
■ary   capital. 

Councillor  MacFarUine  backed  up 
Reeve  Wilson  in  his  stand,  stating 
that  the  Council  should  have  control 
over  an  Institution  of  a  semi-public 
nature  as  the  bathhouse  would  be. 
He  thought  it  would  be  a  gQOd  thing 
to  have  a  municipality  representative 
on  the  board  of  directors.  The 
spokesman  fQr  the  defegatlon'  pointed 
out  that  the  pla6«  on'  the  hoard  of 
directors  could  be  obtained  by  the 
payment  of  the  proper  sum.  He  re- 
ceded from  his  stand  against  the 
supervision  of  plans  and  specifi- 
cations, but  atill  held  out  against  fur- 
ther control. 

fapervlalon  of  Hc»|th  Matters 

After  further  argumoni  Mr.  Heroh- 
mer said  the  Council  could  have  con- 
trol over  the  bathhouse  in  matters 
pertaining  to   health^ 

In  giving  possible  bad  effects  of 
non-supervision  over  the  regulations, 
the  Reeve  said  that  perhaps  the  bath- 
hiouse  would  be  kept  open  on  Sundays. 
and  this  might  not  -  be  liked  by  the 
Oak  Bay  people..  Mr.  Herchmer  re- 
plied that  he  could  not  see  why  a  man 
should  not  take  a  swim  If  he  wished 
on  Sundays.  The  Heeve  then  turned 
the  matter  the  other  way,  asking 
what  the  situation  would  t>e  if  the 
bathhouse  was  closed  on  Sundays. 

A  whispered  consultation  here  took 
place  among  the  members  of  tbe  dele, 
gatlon,  and  Mr.  Herchmer  then  made 
the  statement  that  they  were  willing 
to  come  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  all 
the  bylaws  of  the  municipality  with 
the  exception  of  those  referring  to 
taxation.  As  it  was  getting  late  It 
was  decided  to  hold  another  Council 
meeting  this  evening  to  settle  the 
matter,  the  delegation  to  come  to  a 
decision    in    the      meantime      as      to

Ultra  Modem  Syncopated  Jazz 
Dance  Causes  Storm  in 
Vancouver  Cpuncili  and  a 
Threat  to  Close  All  Cabarets. 


And  now  the  city  .fathers,  of  the 
Terminal  CRy  have  set  their  (»e«i 
aaralnst  the  cabaret  in  general  and 
the  "shimmy"  dance  In  partloular.  as 
witness  the  following  from  The.  Van- 
couver Province  of  Tuesday's  date: 

The  cabaret,  that  nocturnal  synco- 
pated Institution  spreading  mushroom- 
like  in  Vancouver  since  the  advent  of 
prohibition,  was  submitted  to  s  ter- 
rific oratorical  onslaught  at\h'e  hands 
of  the  aldermen  on  Monday  after* 
noon.  Alderman  J.  J.  McRa*.  of 
Ward  Blx.  with  horrl|^d  references  to 
the  "shimmy  dance."  Anally  pro- 
fessed that  the  extent  of  his  knowl- 
edge on  the  "shimmy"  was  that  It 
was  "something  performed  In  oon- 
noction  with  danrirtg." 

While  msHtlcatlng  a  Victory  Loan 
luncheon  ut  a  cabaret  last  week,,  the 
nlderman  was  astounded  to  road  a 
Bign-T."fio  tfbimniying  Allovrd!"  The 
sign  drew,  the  jocular  remarks  of  a 
hundred  Victory  Ijdkn  iial«>8men — and 
was  the  starting  point  for  the  alder- 
manlc  search  for  knowledge. 

Aid.  MoRae  admitted  In  council 
ycHterday  that  he  sought  In  three 
places  for  a  doflnitlon  of  "shimmy." 
!(«' learned  that  tt  comprised  an  u)tra 
modern  dance  contortion — and  frankly 
stated  to  the  council  that  a  place 
where  It  wus  neicessary  to  publicly 
display  such  a  sign  should  immedi- 
ately be  closed  upon  general  prin- 
ciples. Thrico  aiNO  his  thirst  for 
knowledge  led  him  In  search  of  a 
definition   of,  "cabaret." 

Frankly  and  freely  Aid.  McRac  ad- 
mitted that  he  hatl  never  seen  a 
cabaret  in  full  working  order.  The 
Jazz  of  the  music,  th«  popping  corka 
of  ncur  beer  bottles  and  the  shuffling 
of  tcrpsichorean  addicts  were  thrills 
from   which   he   had  refrained. 

"Step  a   Uttlc" 

With  calm  disdain  also,  the  bellig- 
erent 'city  dad  Ignored  the  suggestion 
of  Aid.  .foe  lloskin,  who  said  that  "it 
would  be  belter  if  the  aldermen 
stepped  out  a  little,  stayed  out  until 
1  o'clock,  and  everything.  In  order 
to  see  Vancouver's  xiocturnal  goirfgn 
on — even  If  they  had  to  shave  off  their 
moustaches  once  in  a  while  to  put  on 
a  8herlock    Holmes   disguise." 

"They  say  that  Vancouver's  cabarets 
arc  worse  .than  the  Klondike  In  Its 
palmiest  days,*'  snorted  Alderman 
Hoskin  indignantly.  "I  want  to  tell 
you  that  In  Dawson  I've  seen  many  a 
church  member  slip  into  a  dance  hall 
— to  get  warm,  mind  you! 

"I've  visited  one  of  these  here 
cabarets  and  dldn't«  see  anjrthlng 
wrong  there  either."  Insisted  the  al- 
derman from  the  Fourth  Ward.  "It 
seems  to  me  that  youn^  folks  are 
youni?  folks — and  old  Col^s  are  old 
folks.  When  the  old  folk^i  gtft  so 
old  that  they  don't  want  to  s«e  the 
young  owes  have  a  gopd  time — well. 
It's  time  for  th«m  to  move  out  to 
South  Vancouver.  The  cal>aret  Is  like 
other  evils  we  have,  In  .  Vancouver. 
It's  like  prohibition.  We  have  prohi- 
bition in  BHtish  Columbia — but  very 
little  of  It  In  Vsncouver." 

Worso  Tban  Saloonsr 

Raturnlng  to  the  attack.  Alderman 
McRae  asse^^ted  that  the  cabarets  of 
the  city  had  been  painted  to  him  ifi 
a  "particularly  dark  light."  -  Reliable 
citlxens,  men  who  walk  the  ,  streets 
and  frequent  these  places  .  at  late 
hours,  he  said.  Informed  him  that 
their  sons  were  safef  In  the  saloons 
of  the  "old   days."   he  asserted.    , 

Alderman  Frank  Woodside  was 
quite  scandalised.  He  Buppos«d  a 
cabaret  was  a  nice,  respectable  place 
where  one  could  get  music  with  one's 
meals. 

All  this  discussion  occurred  follow- 
ing Alderman  McRae's  fight  to  have 
the  cabarets  put  out  of  business  by 
December  1,  with  a  summojns  to  ap- 
pear before  the  council  foi^cancella- 
tion  of  liceno*  where  the  nile  was 
disobeyed. 

"You  can't  do  It."  sUted  City  Soli- 
citor Jones,  whose  opMlon  as  to 
power  was  solloited.  Thp  solicitor  ad- 
vised that  so  long  as  these  places  lived 
within  the  tenets  of  Che  Criminal 
Code  the  council  could  not  revoke  the 
licences.

The  meeting  called  on  Wednesday 
by  Harry  Boyd  of  all  sportsmen  in- 
terested in  getting  more  support  from 
the  city  In  the  matter  of  fostering 
atbletica  here,  with  particular  refer- 
ence to  the  provision  of  more  *  and 
better  playing  grounds,  failed  to  sup- 
port the  idea  of  nominating  "sport 
candldatea"  for  the  ^Idemanlc  elec- 
tlona  next  January,  no  aemlnatlona 
t>aing  made. 

The  best  policy  the  meeting  agreed 
on  was  to,  adopt  the  suggestion  of 
George  I.  Warren,  who  advocated  a 
queationnalre  tt>  parties  nominated  for  • 
the  city  elections  to  find  .^u^  from 
them  what  thefr  views  were  on  the  - 
subject  and  hOw  much  aotlva  sup- 
port could  be  expected  from  them  by 
the  sportsmen  of  the  city.  This  Idea 
was  fully  discussed  and  Anally  ador- 
ed, although  the  chairman  of  the 
meeting,  Mr.  P.  C.  Payne,  stated  that 
the  idea  had  been  already  tried  out 
without  any  satisfactory  reaults.  Mr. 
Payne  reelted  the  experlenoea  of  the 
committee  which  had  interviewed 
the  Mayor  and  Council  on  the  mat- 
ter of  the  improvement  of  cricket 
grotuids  and  told  a  sorry  tale  pf 
promises  made  and  not  fulfllled. 

Mr.  George  I.  Warren  once  more 
referred  to  the  '  well-known  crying 
need  ir  Victoria  for  a  salt  water 
swimming  bath.  In  recent  years  Vic- 
toria has  come  well  to  the  front  In 
the  line  of  aquatic  sport  and  yet  Is 
handicapped  by  atlll  being  without 
any  adequate  lirovision  for  the  swim- 
mers In  the  Winter  months.  An- 
other attempt  will  be  made  to  get 
aerme  action  in  thla  matter  and  a 
committee  was  appointed,  consisting 
of  Messrs.  Warren,  Flnnlck.

Mr.  F.  J.  O'Brien  was  on.  hand  with 
a  motion  embodying  a  concrete  plan 
for  putting  into  effect  the  soMeme 
for  making  an  athletic  ground  at  the 
baek  'of  .the  Bmpreaa  Hotel,  a  project 
which  has  been  mooted  at  fairly  fre- 
quent intervals,  but  without,  any  vis- 
ible result.  Mr.  O'Brien  waa  of  the 
opinion  that  for  financial  reasons 
the  City  Council  would  not  be  'wilt- 
ing to  go  ahead  with  the  scheme  aa  a 
municipal  project,  as  it  would  be 
necessary  to  purchase  the  property, 
but  ha  made  the  important  announce- 
ment that  the  Foundation  Organlxa- 
tlona  had  agnreed  to  And  the  neces- 
sary money,  and  the  scheme  In  view 
was  to  have  the  ground  under  the 
management  of  a  oommlsslon.  of 
which  the  Mayor,  an  alderman  and  a 
repreaentatlve  of  'the  organisation 
would  form  the  members. 

Mr.  O'Brien  put  the  motion.  Whleb 
follows.-  and  was  carried  by  the 
meeting,  and  a  committee  was  formed 
of  himself  with  Messrs.  P.  C.  Payne, 
George  I.  Warren  and  Arthur  Manson 
to  put  the  matter  before  the  City 
Cohncll  with  request  for  aetlon  along 
the  lines  Of  the  proposal  wtth  aa 
little  delay  as  poaslble.  -  The  motion

perial wprk  was  undertaken  and  com- 
pleted, the  value  of  whibh  wu  more 
than  demonstrated  in  the  MRe  war. 
Hib  waa  a,  loyal  colleague,  a  man  easy 
to  work  with,  of  ^de  experience  of 
(He  world,  with  a  broad  and  liberal 
ddtfcatioh;  always  a  gcirtleman,  and 
always  tried  to  reason  with  an  op- 
ponAi,t,  but  taever'  to  abuse  him  and 
difticend  to  the  pastime  sometimes  too 
preval^t  in  politics  known  as  sllAglng 
mud. 

"The  death  of  Mr.  Carter.Cotton  is 
indeed  a  severe  blow  to  the  public 
,  life  of  British  Columbia,  with  which 
.  he  has  been  associated  so  long,"  said 
Mr.  H.  H.  Watson,  who  yrma  for  many 
years  a  brother  member  of  Parlia- 
ment. 'VHe  was  always  considered  to 
be  a  safe  man,  and  especially  on  mat- 
teps  of  finance.  ^  an  old  resident 
of  the  city,  he  will  be  seriously 
missed,  having  taken  a  prominent  part 
in  all  pubMc  matters,  and  ^is  demise 
will  be  very  mhch  regr<>tt«d  in  Van- 
ctjuver,  especially  bjj  those  who  knew 
him  in  his  earlier  days.  He  enjoyed 
the  eon  idence  always  of  all  mem- 
bers of  the  House  on  both  sides  ,and, 
while  he  did  not  in  recent  Vears. 
speak  \«ry  often  in  public,  there  was 
nobody  given  1^  more  attentive  hear- 
ing than  he  wa#.  At  the  time  that 
he  was  in  the  saddle  in  the  Province, 
during  the  regime  of  the  Semiin-Cot- 
tOn  Government,  the  legislation  in- 
troduced no  doMbt  played  a  very 
Important,  part  In  the  molding  of  the 
future  of  B.C. 

"Mr.  Carter-Cotton  was  a  man  of 
superior  judgment  In  regard  to  legis- 
laUon,"  said  Dr.  a.  A.  MoOuire,  who 
for  ten  years  sat  as  a  fellow  member 
of  Parliament  with  the  late  states- 
man. He  was  very  highly  rekpeoted 
by  all.  who  9*me  Into  contact  with 
him,  and  all  of  the  members  held  him 
in  'the  highest  respect  during  his  term 
of  service.  Personally  I  Appreciated 
h\M  majny  steeling  qualities,  and  *s  a 
friend  I  Will  miss  him  very  mych." 

The  late  Mr.  Carter-Ootton  leaves, 
besides  his  widow,  two  sons  and  a 
dnnghter;  Cecil.  Vi  Cotton,  of  this 
city;  A.  H.  cotton,  of  Savona.  and 
Miss  B.  W.  Cotton,  whp  resides  In

Shipbuilding  Future  to  Be 
Dealt  With  by  Government 
Very  Shortly,  Dispatch  Says 
—Various  Proposals.

Tha  two  miniatera  moat  Intereated  are, 
naturally,  Hon.  C.  C.  Ballantyne,  Mln- 
latar  of  Marina,  who  haa  been  re- 
aponalbla  for  the  Oovemment'a  ahip- 
bulldli^  policy,  and  Sir  Henry  Dray- 
.(on*  M^lniater  of  Finance,  who  will 
;have  to*' provide  the  funda  neceaaary 
for  oarryiny  It  out 

Tha  Oovarnment,  ao  far,  li««  built 
or  haa  under  contract  over  50  vea- 
•fOla.  86me  twelve  or  fifteen  of  these 
are  already  completed,  and  before  the 
flrat  of  the  year  ten  or  twelve  more 
wUrbe  ready  for  aea.  They  are  on 
vaiioua  trade  routea  In  all  parta  of 
tha  world,  and  the  Qovemment  ia 
weU  aatiafled  with  the  raaqlL  They 
jiava  opened  vtp  bualneaa  for  Canada 
at  a  time  when  thi,ere  waa  i^  world 
ahortaica  of  ahlpplnc,  and  It  la  esti- 
mated t6at  the  veaaela  will  all  have 
paid  for  themselves  In  three  years' 
time.  If  rates  continue  near  to  their 
preaent  height.  However,  the.  ques- 
tion now  arises  as  to  future  construc- 
tion and  a  continuation  of  the  policy 
of  constructing  Oovernmentiowned 
vaaaela. 

If  tha  Government  la  not  goinr  to 
continue  Ita  building  policy,  and  It 
apparently  doea  not  Intend  to  do  so 
except  on  a  limited  scale,  the  ques- 
tion -arises  aa  to  w)iat  form  encour- 
agement to  shipbuilding  should  take 
In  the  future. 

Two  Interaatinff  Siggeatlons 

Thia  will  be  one  of  the  matters  under 
discussion  by  the  Ministry  during  the 
week.  The  plan  of  a  bonus  to  the 
ahlpballdlng  Industry  haa  been  the 
one  generally  advocated;  but  there  are 
atrong  objections  to  such  a  policy. 
The  farmers  particularly  are  against 
tha  bonusing  principle  in  any  Indus- 
.try.  Two  Intereatlng  suggestions  have 
baan  put  forward  recently,  and  there 
is  good  reason  to  believe  that  they 
will  be  given  consideration  by  the 
Minlaters  concerned.  One  proposal  is 
that  the  aovernme.nt  should  assist 
ship  buyers  in  financing.  It  is  pointed 
out  that  in  Gfeat  Britain  there  are 
companies  which  make  a  regular 
bualneaa  of  financing  construction  by 
underwriting  tha  bonda  of  ahlp-owning 
companies. 

There  ar«  no  such  facilities  In 
Canada,  as  the  industry  Is  compara- 
tively new.  It  Is  suggested  that  the 
Government  might  undertake  this 
method  of  encouraging  the  Industry 
in  preference  to  bonusing. 

Another  auggeatlon  Is  that  the  Gov- 
ernment should  encourage  the  pur- 
ohaaa  of  ships  by  private  capital  and 
help  the  shipbulldlrtg  Industry,  by 
allowing  a, substantial  amount  annu- 
ally for  depreciation,  which  should  be 
taken  Into  consideration  In  estimat- 
ing' busiiiasa  profita  or  revenue  taxa- 
tion.

'■'-•■       Secretary's  Report 

"iiie  Itecretary,  Mr.  Pease,  read  the 
tpltowlng  review  of  the  year's  work: 

"I  regret  to  announce  that  the 
financial  state  of  the  Society  is  very 
far  from  satisfactory.  Owing  to  the 
abnormally  high  rate  of  taxes  many 
business  Arms  have  found  it  neces- 
sary to  greatly  reduce  or  to  suspend 
altogether  the  payment  of  subscrip- 
tions to  charltai^e  organizations.  In 
■pite  °  of  the  strenuous  efforts  of  the 
committee  it  has  been  impossible  td 
collect  as  large  a  sum  from  individ- 
ual subacribers  aa  has  been  done  in 
former  years.  The  city  grant  has 
been  reduced  from  1200  to  1100.  A 
tag  day  was  organised  and  held  on 
the  first  of  November,  but  owing  to 
the  Inclemency  of  the  weather  the 
result  was  disappointing.  Bo  great 
is  the  need  for  funds  that  your  com- 
mittee has  been  forced  to  the  con- 
clusion that,  until  more  money  oan 
b«  raised,  the  Invaluable  services  of 
the  Inspector  must  be  dispensed  with. 
How  great  a  loss  this  will  be  will  be-> 
come  apparent  at  the  /eadiog  of  the 
Inapeotor'a  report. 

"Your  aominAttee  has  frequabtly 
discussed  the  important  questions 
relative  to  the  education  of  children 
with  regard  to  the  proper  etfre  of 
and  kindness  to  animals,  and  a  depu- 
tation waited  upon  the  Minister  of 
Kducatlon  with  the  object  of  getting 
such  teaching  definitely  Included  In 
the  curriculum  for  public  schoola  The 
city  pound  has  been  visited  on  dif- 
ferent occasions  and  many  efforts 
made  to  get  this  place  of  detention  put 
Into  a  more  sanitary  and  comfortable 
state  than  it  is  at  present. 
Treatment  of   Imprisoned   Anlitoals 

"At  the  Invitation  of  the  Liocal 
Council  of  Women  a  member  of  the 
committee,  accompanied  a  deputation 
of  that  body  to  bring  to  the  attention 
of  the  Parks  Committee  of  the  City 
Council  the  indighation  and  disgust 
felt  by  the  two  bodies  represented  at 
the  way  in  which  the  animals  In  the 
Park  are  condemned  to  useless  Im- 
prisonmifnt  under  '  conditions  entirely 
foreign  to  their  natures.  On  this  mat- 
ter Mr.  Walter  F.  Burton  has  been

In  con-  , 
elusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  commlt-r 
tee,  also  the  veterinary  surgeons,  for 
their  kind  assistance  and  ad^vlce  at 
all  times."
